In fact, neither Chiarny 
Ching nor Yao Wen-yuan has been appointed to the 
Politburo standing committee, nor is there any sign 
that leftists have gained control of it or the party's 
control commission, as Kapitsa claimed. Moreover, 
the Soviets themselves have heretofore interp:.zted the 
National People's Congress as a victory for Cou and 
the moderates.

Kapitsa raised the issue of tha Soviet holicoptor 

crew that has been in Chinese hands now for moro than 

Q year, and about which the Soviets have said vary 
little in the last six months. He argued disingenuously 
that Soviet authorities were undor public pressure 

to do somathing about the crew and stated that tho 
Chinese ambassador had been told that Moscow may be 
compelled to retaliate. Kapitsa's apparent purpose 


was to paint a picture of Chinese intransiqen and x4

A similar motive lay behind his description of 
tne developing situation in Southeast Asia. Kapitsa 
said that the Soviets wanted all countries in the 
region to strengthen their defense against "Chinese 
expansionism," and for this reason were now prepared 
to take a more favorable attitude toward ASEAN, 


Kapitsa described the Vietnam outcome as a 
great defeat for China, and by implication a corre- 
sponding victory for the USSR. He was less enthu- 
Siastic about Cambodia, and even wept a few crocodile 
tears for the people of Phnom Penh. Without giving 
any specifics, he professed to see factions withir 
the Cambodian leadership and took care to describe 
the pro-Chinese faction as "savages" who were re- 
sponsible for the excesses. This factional formula- 
tion provides a rationale for Moscow to seek ties 
with Cambodia even while it sotto voce condemns the 
Cambodian leaders. 


Kapitsa took a hard line on Japan. He asserted 
that Japanese acceptance of the hegemony clause in 
its treaty with China would freeze Soviet-Japanese 
relations for a long time. He obviously hopes that 
such assertions will get back to the Japanese and 
stiffen their opposition. Kapit.‘a's deputy Rogachev 
has told a US diplomat that Moscow antici, tes that, 25X1 
in the end, Tokyo will agree to the hee orruny Language. .

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Ceausascu Arrives in Brazil 


‘ Presidert Ceausescu arrives in Brazil tomor- 
row ard moves on to Mexico en Saturday. At both 
stops he will push for increased economic coopera- 

: tion and will saek support for Romania's bid for 
observer status at the mecting of nonaligned 
foreign ministers in Lima ia August. 


Brazil resumed full diplomatic relations with 
Romania only last year and has already concluded 
a bilateral economic accord that provides for Ro- 
manian imports of Brazilian iron ore. Romania has 
heretofore had to depend largely on the USSR for 
its iron ore. 


Ceausescu's discussions in Mexico are ex- 
pected to focus on President Echeverria's promo- 
tion of the UN charter on the economic ricghts and 
duties of states. Ceausescu is also a strung ad- 25X11 
vocate of national control over exploitation of 
natural resources. He will probably offer the 
Mexicans technical aid in developing their rapidl 
expanding petroleum industry.
